This paper is in response to an Office Action for the above-identified application 
mailed on April 15, 2005. Claims 1-33 are pending. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. Claims 18 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated 
by Robertazzi (USPN6370560). Claims 1 and 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Robertazzi while claims 2-9, 19-26, and 28-33 are similarly rejected as 
unpatentable over Robertazzi in view of Ellis (USPN6725250).
